She aver¬ 
aged 21.04 knots, which Is weU In¬ 
side her limit. When the Japan'e 
engines are worked In she will 
likely make the crossing under

Capt. Samuel Robinson, master of 
i the new speed queen of the Pacific, 
seen In his cabin alter he had safely 
docked his giant charge, reported an 
uneventful trip across the ocean. Tha 
ship encountered plenty of fog all the 
way which necessitated slowing down 
as he approached the West Coast of 
ancouver Island last night. If It had 
not been for this, Captain Robinson 
said, the ah ip would have arrived a 
little earlier. 

ROYAL RECEPTION 

The reception to Victoria of the now 
, ship was a royal one. She rounded 
Race Rooks about 0 o'clock, looming wp 
a giant figure in the low-lying mist. 
As soon as ahe had passed quarantine 
inspection and taken aboard her pilot 
and newspapermen ahe lifted her 
anchors and steamed towards Victoria, 
a magnificent picture in the sun which 
waa Just breaking through the inlet. 
Hundreds of ears were parked along 
the Dallas Road and people crowded 
every vantage point on the breakwater, 
the rocks, docks and wharves approach¬ 
ing the Rlthet piers. As the Tmpruaa 
reached a point off Albert Head a gaily 
colored airplane came out from the city 
i and circled the ship. She was shortly 
afterwards Joined by another plans 
and in formation thsy flaw around 
the great Vrhlte liner, the passengers 
aboard crowding the deck rails, thrilled 
at the unexpected welcome to port.

r MAY BE SOME" DAYS BEFORE THE 
teit of the communication which the Viceroy 
of India hat just received from Mahatma Gandhi it 
given to the public officially. But report! in Circula¬ 
tion during the lart forty-eight hours intimate that the 
Nationalist leader has made a definite proposal of 
terms upon which he would be prepared to end the 
campaign of civil disobedience which has been in 
progress for many weeks. One suggestion is that if 
the Mahatma is assured by the Viceroy and the British 
government that the forthcoming round-table confer¬ 
ence to be held in London will conduct its delibera¬ 
tions with Dominion status for India as its objective, 
he will do his part toward restoring peace. In usually 
well-informed quarters this interpretation seems to be 
the prevailing,view of the new development.

THE NEW EMPRESS LINER 


A nother chapter in the story 

ef Canada's progress in trans-Pacific shipping 
was opened this morning with the arrival of.Vhe mag¬ 
nificent-new Canadian Pacific Tiner Empress of 
Japan, for the time being the largest, fastest and most 
palatial vessel of the great fleet operating under the 
flag of this company. When , the 40,000-ton Em¬ 
press of Britain, which was launched on the Clyde 
last June, hat been completed, the Empress of Japan, 
of course, mutt surrender her leadership, bat until then 
the stately liner which arrived here to-day will carry 
the sceptre. Even then, since the Empress of Britain 
it destined for the Atlantic service, the Empress of 
Japan will remaifi the mistress of the great Canadian 
company's maritime interests on the Pacific until a 
fresh chapter has been begun with a bigger and faster 
ship. 

As this newspaper pointed out a few days ago, 
the Eihprar of japan is more than four times the 
tonnage of. the vessel of the same name operated by 
the Canadian Pacific steamship service between British 
Columbia and the Orient up to twenty-five years ago, 
and the marked increase in the tonnage and number 
of the company's trans-Pacific fleet indicates in some 
"measure the extent to which commerce between 
Canada - and - the Far East hat expanded in that 
period.

The 
existing uncomfortable and troublesome coryhtion is 
the sequel to the inevitable refusal on the part of Great 
Britain to consider these demands, or to take any 
steps directed toward changing India's constitutional 
status until after thorough consideration of the report 
of the Simon Commission. The round-table confea- 
ence to be held in October is to provide an opportunity 
for a full and frank discussion of that report, and if 
the Indian delegation is a really representative one— 
it would require the presence of Gandhi, or someone 
authorized to speak for him, to make it so—much 
good should come out of the deliberations. The 
nationalistic and twarsj elements can assist India by 
participating. They will do incalculable harm to the 
cause of reform if they refute. 

It may be observed in this connection, however, 
that if the Indian delegates go to the conference merely 
to oppose the eminently practicable proposals of the 
Simon report, very little progress will ha possible. Bat, 
as The Manchester Guardian quite reasonably puts 
it, "if they can bring to London a definite, coherent 
and practicable scheme capable of commanding the 
requisite degree of support, and can show us how the 
difficulties in the way of Indian self-government may 
be overcome more quickly than by the Simon pro¬ 
posals, then they will be very welcome.” As the re¬ 
sult of honest British-Indian co-operation this influ- 
etllial daily sees the prospect of something "greater 
than either Dominion status or independence—a self- 
governing federation unparalleled in the world's 
history, free and strong to shape its own destinies.'' 

One thing must be clear to Gandhi and his 
followers by this time, end it is that neither the present 
British government nor any that sooner or later may 
replace it will be intimidated by violence. .By. co. 
Operation, however, the Nationalists have a peat deal 
to gain: an opportunity really to serve their country 
and add to its influence in the world.

THE NEW LIQUOR BOARD 


1 replaced a liquor control commision of one with 
a salary of $12,000 a year, who was responsible to 
the Legislate, with a commission of three, whore 
combined salaries are $10,000 a year, and who are 
responsible to the government. Thus it is going to 
cost $18,000 a year more to administer the liquor 
business of the province as an integral part of the. 
government service than it did when this branch of it 
was operated ns * distinct service of its own. In other 
words, we are paying much more for a board, with 
less responsibility, than we have been paying up to 
this time. 

The appointment of Mr. Davidson at a salary 
of $12,000 a ytar. to replace a three-man board 
which cost the taxpayers $17,300 a year, was gen¬ 
erally approved by the public. lTtis was no reflec¬ 
tion on the old commission: but it was considered 
in the public interest to change the system of admin¬ 
istration after it had had a fair-trial. With the ap¬ 
pointment of a one-man board, at a -salary com¬ 
mensurate with the nature of the business over which 
he was to preside sod the responsibility he hid to 
assume, there was a change in the Government Liquor 
Act W)>ich made the commissioner responsible to the 
Legislature and not to the government. 

Tbo services of Mr. Davidson now have been 
dispensed with. The public has not been told why. 
Not a hint of inefficiency has been dropped. There 
have been no liquor scandals during the whole of 
'nts regime. > The natural assumption, therefore, is 
. that ha hr.s discharged his duties faithfully and 
satisfactorily. . — 

The chairman of the new board is to ba paid 
$13,000 a year, and his two colleagues $7,300 a year 
each. The machinery in operation, after nine yearn 
is running smoothly. The staff in all parts of tha 
country is. or should be, thoroughly familiar with its 
duties. This new commission of three will be relieved 
of much of the responsibility which rested upon the 
shoulders of Mr. Davidson. Amendments to the 
Government Liquor Act, passed at the last session, 
transferred the board hack from control by the Legis¬ 
lature to control by tha government. Mr. Pooley now 
will be the real controller, under the law, both in

Many families like to eat dinner 
oq the porch or In the garden during 
the hot summer days. 

If theah meals are not to entail an 
undue amount of work, careful plan¬ 
ning la necessary. The first considera¬ 
tion la to reduce the number of dishes 
to a mlnumum. A one-ptah combine-' 
tion of some sort with a salad and 
dessert simplifies serving aa well as 
dish washing. 

.. caaaerole dishes combining meat and 
vegetable pies are excellent main dishes 
for dinners al fresco These dishes 
keep hot longer than steaks and chops 
and provide two or more food ele¬ 
ments In one dish. 

Very often the salad can ba put on 
the table In an attractive salad bowl 
from which each person may serve 
himself. Compartment plates make 
an extra plate for salad quite unneces¬ 
sary. These plates are not expensive 
and are a worth-while investment lor 
the woman who does her own cooking 
and dish washing. 

Paper plates and cups .are In per¬ 
fect keeping with out-door meals and 
do away with dish washing. There la 
always • picnic flavor to fresh air 
meals that make them relished 
whether served on China or paper.

pltfy serving, sinoe one plate takes care 
of both bread and butter. 

If the main course la a hearty sal¬ 
ad, a light dessert of rice or corn¬ 
starch pudding with fruit la suitable. 
The main hot dish made with spaghet¬ 
ti or some starchy food requires a 
pudding mads with eggs. Whenever 
menus are reduced to two or three 
dishes, much thought must be spent on 
their choice If a balan c ed meal is 
provided. 

The following recipe for veal balls 
with macaroni and tomatoes en cas¬ 
serole is an excellent example of a 
one-piece dish. 

Veal Balls With Macaroni 

One pound finely chopped veal. 1 
teaspoonful salt. 1-4 teaspoon pep¬ 
per, 1 cup broken macaroni, 4 me¬ 
dium slaed tomatoes. 1 small onion. 
2 tablespoons butter. 

Season mast with salt and pepper 
and shs|U in small balls. Cook maca¬ 
roni in boiling, salted water for flf- 
toen minutes. Drain and blanch. Peel 
potatoes and mines onion. Put a layer 
of macaroni into buttered casserole, 
add a layer of tomatoes cut In siloes 
and sprinkle with mlnoad onion. Dot 
with butter and season lightly with 
^alt and sugar. Add veal halls and 
cover with a second layer of tomatoes 
and dot with butter. Cover caarerole 
and bake one hour In a moderately 
hot oven. Serve from casserole.
